DATES PRACTICAL LOSS 


From that time, officials here say, 
dates the practical loss of the Brit- 
ish Isles as a market for U. S 
wheat and an enormous curtailment 
of U. S. shipments of fresh and can- 
ned fruits and many other products, 

The Anglo-American trade agree- 
ment will eliminate empire prefer- 
ence as to some American goods and 
lessen it as to some others. 


REAL PROTECTIONISM 


Before the United Kingdom began 
a policy of “real protectionism” in 
1931, only 29.5 per cent. of imports 
from the United States were duti- 
able. After the Ottawa conference 
the percentage was 79.5. Before the 
Ottawa agreements British duties of 
more than 20 per cent. caught only 
one per cent, of American goods. 
After the agreements 6.6 per cent. of 
American goods had to pay such 
duties. 

A six cent per bushel duty was 
imposed on American wheat, 
whereas Canadian and Australian 
wheat consigned via empire routes 
went into Britain free. American 
meat shipments were cut down by 
a quota system working in favor of 
the Dominions. American fresh 
fruit shipments slumped because 
of preference given Canadian and 
Australian fresh fruit and South 
African grapefruit. The British 
market became all but closed to 
American lead and zinc, copper, 
hardwood timber and lard : 


AMERICA SUFFERED 


American railroads and ports suf- 
fered by the regulation that to en- 
joy the preferential tariff products 
from the Dominions must go direct- 
ly to the United Kingdom. This 
diverted Canadian wheat from U.S 
ports to Vancouver, Saint John and 
Halifax 

American negotiators have been 
hopeful of having this regulation 
abrogated through the forthcoming 
trade agreement.
